Claims 1-13 and 16 are allowed. Following is the reason for allowance 

The cited art (US 5,883,418 to Kimura) does not teach, inter alia, thermal treating for forming a 
second silicide film on a substrate's surface in at least a source/drain region of a semiconductor 
device which includes a region where a first silicide film is formed .
